Keligion makes him active in Zerwporul things, 'tis acquaintance 
with the world, and knowledge of men, thar makes abilities of 
Ruling, for rhough a ſufficient beliet of DofFrine, would beger 
Oveatence, (which is the grand defign of Government) yet ſince 
arverſity of Dottrine, diſtracts all Auditors, and makes them 
doubriully diſpoſe their O&ed:ence, therefore Religion hath lit- 
tle ro do in Government, and an active ſpirit js fitteſt for 
rhe menage of an ZAmprre, 


Bur however I think it cannot Rationally be prceſum'd, that 
any Governour would purely for the fake of Rel:gzon, ſubju- 
gate himſelf and People, ro a foreign Power, and make that
